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NEWS OR NOT

Evolution of a Story 


Elsewhere in this issue you will find approxi- 
mately 4 pages given over to the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations, or, more accurately, to what some rep- 
resentative people in racing think of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations. The story, quite obviously, was 
precipitated by the withdrawal from the organization 
of 5 race tracks—Arlington and Washington Parks 
and Balmoral, in Chicago; Hialeah Park, in Miami; 
and Garden State Park, at Camden, N. J. 


While the secessionists’ first story was breaking, 
our New York writer, Lou DeFichy, did what he 


could to keep abreast, but the principals to the piece \ 
were hard to find, and our deadline was upon us aN 
before DeFichy’s report came through, leaving us AGRELLA 


little more than conjecture upon which to build our 
story. 


When that issue of the magazine was put to press, 
we addressed communications to Blood-Horse writers 
in some of the major racing areas, asking that they 
explore further the rift which had developed in the 
TRA family. Why had 2 of the sport’s top management 
executives seen fit to pull out of the TRA? What 
should the TRA do that it is not already doing, and 
what should it stop doing? In short, what did the 
TRA stand for? And was it worth the cost? 


Joe Agrella, working in Chicago, put his questions 
to Mrs. Marjorie Lindheimer Everett, who said that, 
if he would give her a few days, she would write her 
answers. On second thought, though, she changed her 
mind, leaving Agrella pretty much to draw his own 
conclusions. 


DeFicuy 


Art Grace, in Miami, had a threefold problem in 
that he had 3 tracks with which to deal. James Donn 
had withdrawn Gulfstream Park a good many years 
ago. Saul Silberman had pulled out with Tropical 
Park after the TRA suspended him in 1957. Eugene 
Mori, of course, had withdrawn Hialeah and Garden 
State Parks at the recent TRA convention. It was a 
difficult story to get, one made even more difficult 
because some of the parties to the story either did not 
wish to talk about the TRA or did not wish to be 
quoted directly. 


Robert Hebert had a simpler job in California— 
at least, one not so sensitive. The management of the 
major tracks there were staunch supporters of the 
TRA, and they did not hesitate to give the TRA their 


blessings. 


DeFichy did double-duty. First he paid a call on 
the TRA offices in the Chrysler Building, where he 
talked with Spencer Drayton and Edmund P. Coffey, 
chief and assistant chief of the TRPB. Then he sought 
out John W. Hanes, chairman of the board of the New 
York Racing Association. 


After the work was done, it occurred to us that 
one point needed making, and this was the open- 
mindedness of the reporters, each a newspaperman in 
whom we have the utmost respect and confidence. 
They did not set out to do injury to the TRA, but 
neither was their mission to apologize for the TRA.

The Sport's Ethics 


By Dr. Eslie Asbury 


The writer wishes to emphasize at the 
start that the basic code followed by prac- 
tically all in breeding and racing is basic- 
ally sound. Since breaches of this code are 
noteworthy by their rarity, no apology is 
made for this panegyric on the honesty 
of this great sport and business. 

The word ethics, derived from the Greek, 
originally meant a treatise on moral con- 
duct, as in Aristotle’s essays. Ethics grad- 
ually came to mean a code of morals and 
principles, working for the greatest good 
of the greatest number. Absolute and 
universal rules of ethics were set up by 
philosophers and religious leaders, but 
pragmatic ethics have varied with different 
groups, times, nations, and_ professions, 
and these evolved according to need. There 
are frequent contradictions. Communist 
dialectics violates Christian ethics, but the 
violators are applauded in Russia; the 
code of the underworld accepts thievery 
and the murder of stool pigeons; and 
nakedness is customary among some 
peoples. 

Doctors have a code, unchanged since 
Hippocrates, designed solely to protect 
the patient and further medical educa- 
tion. The doctor could violate 90 per cent 
of this oath without actually breaking a 
law, but he would be shunned by hospitals 
and other doctors, a greater penalty than 
most laws could impose. 

In our sport, pre-race preparation of 
horses by drugs, including heroin, was 
common 35 years ago, while at the same 
time it was in violation of the Harrison 
Act. This practice, and many others, stem- 
med from the age-old ethical philosophy 
that the horse “belonged” to the trainer 
and owner. A horse could be restrained 
until the odds, the opposition, and the 
condition of the horse were right. He 
would then run “good,” to the surprise 
of everyone except the trainer, and some- 
times the owner. 

At the turn of the century there was 
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widespread corruption in racing. The sport 
was voted out in some states and. through 
bought politicians, was promoted on a hit- 
and-run basis in others. Maryland and 
Kentucky, traditional strongholds, ran 
racing very well, but purses were small 
and all but the very rich depended on 
betting for survival. 

The Jockey Club deserves most of the 
credit for putting racing and breeding on 
a solid ethical foundation. This accom- 
plishment, carried out on a continuing 
basis over the last 65 years, was attained 
not by militant tactics but by the unim- 
peachable honesty and impartiality used 
by The Jockey Club in supervising racing 
under its jurisdiction, in keeping the stud 
book, in formulating the rules of racing 
and backing the formation of the TRA. 
Capable stewards were appointed with 
power to rigidly discipline owners, train- 
ers. and jockeys. Not the least of The 
Jockey Club’s contributions are a system 
of horse identification, the training of 
officials, the photo-finish camera—and, of 
course, its recent Herculean efforts in 
saving New York racing. The Jockey 
Club’s influence became nation-wide. 
More and more high-class men and 
women entered racing and breeding, 25 
states legalized racing, and race tracks 
came into responsible ownership. As the 
states gained greater tax funds from 
racing, better racing commissions were 
appointed. 

Owners, trainers, jockeys, and breeders 
organizations have tended to put racing on 
a higher plane. The elimination of the 
big bookmakers and comeback money 
rooms at the tracks has removed another 
source of corruption. Large purses and the 
big take-outs have made it more attractive 
to run for the purse, or for part of it, 
than to rely on betting. 


Ethics Among Trainers 


Trainers as a group are unjustly ma- 
ligned by the public and especially by new 
and even some veteran owners 


owners, 


blame the trainer for slow and _ fragile 


horses. Forest Retreat Farm has had 
1 to 6 fillies in training each year for 
25 years. and our trainers have been, I 
think, a representative group. They dif- 
fered in many ways, but they all had 
one thing in common; a basic honesty. 
They did their best for me and the 
horses. None kept a horse which should 
have been turned out, none used my 
horses for gambling, none negligently 
broke down a horse, none proposed deals 
to help sell yearlings, none ever touted me 
unsolicitedly. (I think it most unethical 
for an owner to expect his trainer to be 
a betting guide. especially on other own- 
ers’ horses in the trainer’s barn.) 

In over 20 years of selling yearlings at 
auctions, I have known an_ additional 
large number of trainers, and not one of 
them ever proposed a deal. In my 
opinion, trainers, like doctors, are no bet- 
ter than other men, but they are smart 
enough to know that cheaters are soon 
found out, whether it be on the race track 
or in the breeding, buying, and selling 
of horses. 

The author realizes that when human 
beings compete for money, nearly every- 
one finds it necessary to take his “best 
hold.” And sometimes the temptation to 
cut a corner 1s great. Racing and breeding 
is still a free enterprise, and some men 
in it are smarter, work harder, get richer, 
attain higher positions, etc. Those who 
begrudge them their success should work 
as hard. 

From time immemorial veteran breeders 
have brought new owners into racing and 
procured trainers for them. It is only nat- 
ural that these new owners and their 
trainers should favor the friend’s horses. 
While the new owner should learn to se- 
lect his own horses, I know of no trainer, 
however prejudiced by friendship, who 
would recommend a bad yearling. Most 
trainers are smart, and they take the

Very Little, Say Supporters; 


Organization, Say Critics 


Shortly after the withdrawal from the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations of 5 
large race tracks—Hialeah, Garden State, 
Washington and Arlington Parks, and 
Balmoral — Blood-Horse writers in Flor- 
ida, New York, Illinois, and California 
set out to determine what, if anything, 
was wrong with the TRA. What should 
the TRA do that it was not now doing, 
and what useful purpose should the TRA 
serve, beyond its role as proud and doting 
parent of the Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
tective Bureau? And, finally, what really 
had provoked the defection of the 5 race 
tracks? 


The reports began coming in last week, 
and taken as a whole they were disap- 
pointing. Those who had left the organi- 
zation either refused to discuss their rea- 
sons or talked around them. Mrs. Mar- 
jorie Lindheimer Everett, of the Chicago 
tracks, would not discuss the secession 
because she had not been asked to express 
herself “simultaneously with the TRA- 
TRPB announcement (of the break) ;” 
Eugene Mori, of Hialeah and Garden 
State, simply didn’t wish to talk about 
the problem; and James Donn, whose 
Gulfstream Park has been out of the TRA 
for 13 years, did not want “to kick some- 
one when he’s down.” Paradoxically, it 
was Eddie Read, a vice president of Del 
Mar and one of TRA’s staunch supporters, 
who elaborated 1-2-3 on programs he 
thought the TRA should undertake in 
order to be of more vital service to the 
industry. 

From the mass of material which the 
writers accumulated, the chief points at 
issue, on the secessionists’ side, seemed 
to be 1) Spencer Drayton’s dual role 
as chief of the TRPB and administrative 
head of the TRA and 2) TRA’s failure 
to assume its rightful leadership. 

In his own defense, Drayton added little 
enlightenment. Understandably proud of 
the TRPB, he justified membership in the 
TRA chiefly on the strength of the polic- 
ing organization. The TRA, if one is to 
judge from Drayton’s conception of it, 
serves mostly as a “clearing house for 
ideas” and as an instrument of publicity 
and public relations. In fairness to Dray- 
ton, however, the growing picture of the 
TRA as a “do-nothing” organization is 
not one exclusively of his own making. 
The intangible services of the TRA are 
difficult to interpret, though it does seem 
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that Drayton could do a better job of it. 

Whether the chasm between the TRA 
and the secessionists can be spanned, is 
an open question at this writing. It is 
important, however, that the effort be 
made. And it is equally important that it 
be made in frank and open discussion of 
the issues.

Not Good Merchandising 


Cuicaco. Why did Arlington Park.

In one small, modest office, Drayton 
ministers unto the TRA; a few steps down 
the hall, in anoiher small and congested 
room, he directs the investigative functions 
of the TRPB. Especially in the latter job, 
the portly Drayton. former chief of staff 
of FBI operations in Chicago and New 
York, is eminently qualified. 

The TRA office, also cramped for space, 
is administered by a_ public relations 
specialist, John I. Day, and his able assist- 
ant, Bill Passen. There is one private sec- 
retary, Mary Jane Neel. Counting Drayton 
the staff numbers 4. 

In the dull, austere TRPB office, nearly 
engulfed by a mass of steel filing cab-

“Membership in the TRA,” Miller con- 
tinued, “meant simply that the TRPB sup- 
plied 2 men who supervised the same men 
who had supervised the tracks before. The 
other tracks had their own police depart- 
ments. When it got reports of undesirables, 
the TRA supplied the information to Ar- 
lington, Washington, and Balmoral only. 
We want a police force that moves from 
one Chicago track to another, with the 
same system downstate. We want informa- 
tion on undesirable characters to be avail- 
able before the season starts. We want to 
find out these things in advance. We don’t 
have that kind of service available today. 
We must have a 12-month police force.

“To show how ineffectual our system 
has been—you recall the drug named 
Butazolidin. I learned it had been in use 
extensively here for 2 or 3 years.

the facts. They did, and I learned how

The Disenchantment 


The Arlington-Washington-Balmoral dis- 
enchantment with the TRA, the writer 
learned, began in 1957. In November, 
1956, a TRA planning committee, whose 
chairman was the late Benjamin F. Lind- 
heimer, of Arlington-Washington, submit- 
ted a report to Amory Haskell, then presi- 
dent of the TRA. On the committee with 
Lindheimer were Jake Isaacson, of Ak- 
Sar-Ben; John A. Morris, of the New 
York tracks; Eugene Mori, of Garden 
State and Hialeah; and the late Charles 
Strub, of Santa Anita. 

The TRA board of directors accepted 
the report, and it was approved by the 
membership as a whole at the Miami con- 
vention in December of 1956. The con- 
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SpENCER DRAYTON 
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“We hope we'll be able to eliminate 
the necessity of having race tracks filing 
the Federal Government Form 1099, re- 
garding pool wagering. We also hope that 
by 1961 we'll have a Race-of-the-Week 
TV program on a national hook-up. We’re 
working now to try and get the major 
networks interested. The function of the 
program would be to televise a major 
race; and when a major race is not sched- 
uled, we hope to present an interesting 
educational or informative program on 
Thoroughbred racing.” The program 
would not be sponsored by the TRA. 

Drayton felt that if additional projects 
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vention adopted the following resolution: 
“We recommend the addition of a paid 
full-time executive for the TRA to co-op- 
erate with Spencer Drayton and his or- 
ganization in carrying out and expanding 
the splendid program which has earned 
for racing the full confidence of the 
public.” 

The report, among other things, pro- 
posed the separation of the TRA, the ad- 
ministrative branch, and TRPB. the police 
branch, as well as the appointment by the 
TRA of a paid executive who would de- 
vote all his time to public relations and 
the merchandising of racing. 

The report was loud in the praise of 
Drayton’s police work. The Arlington- 
Washington people have never, they now 
insist, said that “Drayton couldn’t track 
an elephant in the snow.” What they did 
say. regarding the local TRPB, was that 
“the TRPB in Chicago is an honest organ- 
ization, but the people here couldn’t track 
an elephant in the snow.” 

The Arlington-Washington management 
believes firmly that the TRA failed to 
follow through on the Lindheimer com- 
mittee’s report. Nothing was accomplished, 
they feel. True, Dennis McEvoy was 
named executive vice president of the 
TRA, to handle public relations and mer- 
chandising, but he quit in disgust after 
about a year, mission unaccomplished. 
Some say he got no encouragement from 
Drayton. 

Mrs. Everett’s statement follows: 

“Because we were not accorded the 
courtesy of expressing our reasons for 
leaving TRA _ simultaneously with the 
TRA-TRPB announcement, we feel that 
any statement now would be out of date, 
as well as ineffective. 

“Frankly, we feel that our action needs 
no defense. 

“We believe we have as great, or great- 
er, a personal stake in Thoroughbred 
racing as any track in America. Further- 
more, we believe that any fair-minded per- 
son will agree that for over a quarter- 
century we have conducted our business 
with complete integrity and sincerity of 
purpose, and that few tracks can match 
eur efforts to provide the best possible 
racing under the best possible conditions. 

“We have spared no expense in man- 
agement and physical improvements. We 
will continue to spare no expense, and we 
will continue to acquire the finest skilled 
manpower we can find to carry out our 
objectives in offering the best facilities, 
the best security, and the best racing we 
can design. 

“We regret that anyone would question 
our motives or integrity, or to imply that 
any phase of our operations will retro- 
gress. 

“Therefore, we deem it inappropriate to 
issue any rurther statement; our position 
needs no defense. We refuse to dignify any 
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distorted allegations already made. 

“Arlington Park and Washington Park 
stand on their records. We will continue 
to vigorously maintain and strengthen the 
high standards and conditions of racing, 
and to constantly improve our facilities. 
We feel that most people recognize the 
sincerity behind our motives to keep 
racing at its high plane. 

“We know that Mr. Hubert E. Howard, 
president of Balmoral. joins us in assuring 
you. the racing participants, and the 
public that this philosohpy will prevail.”

Too Slow with Too Little 


Miami. Florida track officials, some off 
the record. seemed to agree on one point: 
that there was a need for an organization 
iike the Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions; there also was a need for someone 
other than Spencer Drayton to head it. 
The TRA moved too slowly. 


With the recent resignation of Hialeah. 
all major Florida tracks—Hialeah. Gulf- 
stream, and Tropical Parks—now fall into 
the category of ex-TRA members. 

Most officials were reluctant to openly 
criticize the TRA. But one high official 
said: 

“There is a strong personality conflict. 
With Drayton, it is a case of the tail wag- 
ging the dog. He works for the track 
owners—and tries to tell them what to do. 
It is resented. Drayton is head of the 
TRPB—fine. But why does he have to be 
head of the TRA, too? 

“It is my opinion that the TRA has cre- 
ated a Frankenstein . . . and can’t let go.” 

Saul Silberman. president of Tropical 
Park, resigned from the TRA 3 years ago. 
after his license to operate had been sus- 
pended by the Florida State Racing Com- 
mission for alleged irregularities involv- 
ing phone calls to bookmakers, and the 
TRA summarily suspended Tropical, too. 
When the Florida Supreme Court reversed 
the commission and put Silberman back 
in operation, the TRA took its sweet time 
reinstating Tropical to good standing. 

Silberman now was very cautious and 
adroit in commenting on the TRA. 

“It is bad manners to criticize an or- 
ganization of which you are not a member. 
If a group of people think they can ac- 
complish something for the benefit of the 
sport or industry, they have a perfect right 
to do so. I wish them well. 

“I don’t think anyone is opposed to 
what the TRA is trying to accomplish. But 
are they going about it in the right way? 
That is what might be debatable. 

“You'll always find a clash of interests 
and a clash of personalities in any large 
group of people. That doesn’t necessarily 
mean that either side is wrong. 

“I’m the type of person who is prone to 
make decisions quickly, when I find out

the facts. And I am impatient with bodies 
that move slowly, although I admit that 
it might be proper for the body to move 
slowly to be sure it is right. The TRA is 
ruled by a large board, ard it moves 
slowly. Its machinery is ponderous. It is 
rather difficult for those built along cer- 
tain lines to accept slow movement. In 
such a situation, it might be better if those 
people who get critical and irritated with 
slow movement, move on their own.” 

Wasn’t the TRA worth the $15,000 a 
year it cost Tropical? 

Saul shrugged. “A lot of people in the 
TRA have stayed in it. They must think 
they are getting their money’s worth. It 
goes back to the old statement—it is more 
blessed to give than to receive. At the 
same time, a lot of people are satisfied 
with the services rendered for money 
expended.” 

Has Tropical Park been at any disad- 
vantage since resigning from the TRA? 

“I don’t think it’s been harmful,” he 
said. “It is good when any industry bands 
together for the good of the whole. But 
only when it offers actual service, not lip 
service. What I’m fearful of now is the 
intrusion of northern tracks into winter 
racing. Northern tracks talk about sport 
for sport’s sake, and yet they become more 
and more commercial. The winter tracks in 
the south don’t want year-round racing, 
but it is beginning to look like the north- 
ern tracks want just that. Is racing an 
outdoor sport or an indoor sport? There 
ought to be some give and take in this 
situation.” 

Silberman would not comment, but it 
is generally known that when he joined 
the TRA he was not loath to express him- 
self, and he frequently spoke in opposition 
to the TRA policy-makers. This was 
strongly resented by certain factions in the 
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MarsoriE EVERETT 


Hard Feelings Since 1947 


Hialeah has adopted a policy of saying 
nothing about its resignation from the 
TRA. Gene Mori Jr., track treasurer, de- 
ferred all comment to his father, track 
president Gene Mori Sr., who also would 
not talk. Neither would James Donn, 
president of Gulfstream. 

“I'm not the type of fellow to kick 
someone when he’s down,” Donn. said. 
“There will be a more opportune time, 
when it will do more good, to criticize 
the TRA. I don’t want to sound as though 
I am happy about its troubles.” 

A racing official who was on the scene 
in 1947 did reveal why Donn had pulled 
out of the TRA. 

“In 1947 Gulfstream opened the Florida 
season in December,” he said. “At that 
time the TRA had a law which forbade 
the track to negotiate with the horsemen 
about purses, either after stalls had been 
allotted or after the condition book had 
been printed. Mr. Donn had advocated 
working things out on a percentage basis; 
the TRA was strongly opposed to this. 

“In December, as I recall it, Gulfstream 
was threatened by a horsemer’s strike, 
and Mr. Donn called Spencer Drayton 
and asked what to do. He told Drayton he 
would follow the TRA ruled rigidly until 
he was advised by the TRA. Well, the 
horsemen did strike. for 2 days. Mr. Donn 
never did hear from the TRA. In January 
Donn resigned from the TRA.” 


Everett Clay. Hialeah secretary, talked 
only about those facts already on the 
record, 

“Tt is no seeret that this goes back 2 
years. that Mr. Mori wanted to resign from 
the TRA then. But he was_ persuaded 
against it by Vanderbilt, Galbreath, and 
Clark. He agreed to give it another try, 
and see if the TRA would make the 
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changes he thought would benefit the 
organization. 

“Principally, Mr. Mori wanted a separ- 
ation of the TRA and TRPB. He felt 
Mr. Drayton was doing a capable job with 
the TRPB; he didn’t think he should also 
head the TRA. 


“Mr. Mori did not think the TRA was 
aggressive enough in pursuing the inter- 
ests of the tracks; did not take the stands 
that should have been taken. There was 
no quarrel with Drayton and the TRPB; 
he felt there should be 2 separate or- 
ganizations.” 

How much did it cost Hialeah to be- 
tong to the TRA? 

“It was $25,000 a year, I believe,” Clay 
said. “There were advantages to belong- 
ing. of course. We participated in its horse 
identification. there was a TRPB man on 
the grounds, we used the national files.”

Key to Integrity 


Los ANGELEs. Robert Paul Strub, the 
new chief of Santa Anita Park, summed 
up the feeling of the 3 major tracks in 
southern California when he told this re- 
porter: 

“Any track that does not belong to the 
TRA is going along for a free ride.” 

The 42-year-old Strub, busily prepar- 
ing for his first season as president of 
Santa Anita, was sharply critical of the 5 
tracks that recently dropped out of the 
TRA. while affirming that his own track 
was solidly behind the organization. 

Strub’s feelings coincided almost exactly 
with those held by the officers of Del Mar 
and Hollywood Park. 

“If anything should happen to the 
TRA,” Strub went on, “every track in the 
country would suffer seriously. 

“My dad was one of those men who 


many years ago went to J. Edgar Hoover, 
and asked him to take over the job of 
policing racing. Because of his loyalty to 
the country, Hoover could not accept, but 
he recommended Spencer Drayton, and 
the latter’s honesty and reputation have 
rubbed off on racing. The police arm of 
the TRA (TRPB) has given racing great 
stature in the eyes of the public. Any track 
that does not abide by its code of ethics 
is making a great mistake. 

“Everything can be improved, and pos- 
sibly that goes for the TRA. New officers 
come in with new ideas and new push, and 
that is good. But it is Drayton who pro- 
vides the continuity. Sometimes a_ ship 
must tack occasionally to reach its ob- 
jective, but it gets there just the same. 
In this instance, the TRA is our ship, and 
we can’t reach our goal without it. 

“The TRA has made great strides, and 
as years go by I feel that it will do more 
and more.” 

Santa Anita contributes $45,000 annual- 
ly to the TRA. To state it a bit differently, 
$9,800 goes to the TRA, and the remain- 
der, $35,200, to the TRPB. 

“Every dollar we put into the TRA is 
well spent,” Strub concluded. 

Costs of maintaining the TRA and 
TRPB are shared by the member tracks, 
based on a percentage of their pari-mutuel 
handles. Del Mar’s cost is about $15,000 
annually. “We believe strongly in the 
TRA and TRPB,” said Eddie Read, as- 
sistant to the president. “We feel we are 
getting a run for our money.” 

What could the TRA do that it is not 
doing? 

“Perhaps take a more vigorous stand in 
opposing taxes and rulings (such as the 
recent Internal Revenue edict regarding 
the winners of large pay-offs) that are 
discriminatory against racing; perhaps 
get tougher with any member tracks that, 
unknowingly or not, violate the TRA’s code 
of standards; make better use of member 
tracks’ publicity and public relations staffs 
for the betterment of racing as a whole; 
encourage more international racing; per- 
haps push harder for more sporting races, 
such as distance racing and filly and mare 
racing; get behind a program for national 
television of racing, utilizing all geograph- 
ical areas instead of just concentrating in 
the East and on the Kentucky Derby. 

“We believe we are members of an or- 
ganization that stands for the highest prin- 
ciples of Thoroughbred racing, and is 
first and foremost concerned with racing 
as a sport. Because of the TRA, we have 
the services of the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau, which has done a highly 
effective job of policing the sport since 
1942. Del Mar certainly goes along with 
this program in every way.”

Shavetail Surprised 


Even His Trainer

Miami. It was a warm, bright day at 
Hialeah, but Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons was 
not at his barn. Son John was in charge. 

Was Mr. Fitz ill? 

“Oh. no.” John said. “He didn’t get any 
sleep last night. He took 2 4-hour naps 
yesterday, and then he wonders why he 
can’t get to sleep at night. But he'll be 
back out tomorrow.” 

Mr. Fitz was very much in evidence the 
rext morning. He seated himself on a stool 
on the sunlit club house terrace and peer- 
ed through a pair of tiny binoculars as 
a group of his 2-year-olds worked. 

Nothing seems to change with this re- 
markable 86-year-old man, who is stabled 
at Hialeah’s Barn A for the 30th consecu- 
tive year. The flexible exercise stick-cane 
was there, along with the bicycle-clip pant 
guards; and everyone got the usual pleas- 
ant greeting. 

“I feel pretty good,” he said. “At my 
age you don’t figure to improve much. 
Been lucky. Haven’t been too lucky with 
some of my horses. though. Haven’t got an 
older horse left in the barn. High Bid. 
Progressing. The Irishman—I lost all of 
"em this year. 


“Got a lot of nice 2-year-olds, though. 
Got some hopes for ‘em, anyway. They’re 
all well bred, and they all look like they'll 
go a route. 

“There’s The Monk (Requested—Quar- 
antine)—he’}] be all right. Royal Record 
(*Nasrullah—Belle Histoire) and Shave- 
tail (Jet Pilot—Bushleaguer) are working 


good. Then we've go In The Clouds 
(Double Jay—Misty Morn). Lending 
Hand (*Turn-to—Turmeric), Fun 


ing (Tom Fool—Flitabout), Ways and 
Means (*Ambiorix—Stepping Stone). 
That last one is a half-brother to High 
Bid and Progressing.” 

Ways and Means never had started, but 
Mr. Fitz sent him out at Tropical on De- 
cember 3, and the colt disappointed him, 
running in sixth place throughout. 

“There’s no standout 2-year-old colt 
since Hail to Reason broke down,” Mr. 
Fitz said. “You don’t have to go very far 
to be right up there. I’ve got a chance.” 

Eastern Princess. the highly-regarded 
2-year-old *Nasrullah filly. a full sister to 
Bold Ruler. has been erratic. “She can 
run like hell.” Mr. Fitz said, “but she’s 
got a mind of her own. She run third in 
the Selima last time I run her. When the 
boy came back he told me she coulda

been closer, or won it, or some such. I 
don’t remember exactly what he did say. 
Every time they get beat, the boy has got 
a story for you. I don’t pay no attention, 
All I know is my horse didn’t win.” 

Mr. Fitz was not directly involved in 
the heated argument over Butazolidin. He 
has no platers; when his horses are sore 
his owners have no objections to taking 
the time to rest them. But he has strong 
views, nonetheless. 

“IT don’t see anything wrong with re- 
lieving pain,” he said. “Look at a big 
man like Mr. Herter. He’s got arthritis 
real bad, and he takes medication, doesn’t 
he? Butazolidin isn’t a stimulant, and it’s 
not a depressant. It certainly isn’t dope. 
Why not use it? It makes horses run more 
consistent and it sure isn’t going to make 
a slow horse run faster. 

“I think they’re going too far with 
this business. If they don’t stop somewhere 
you won't need any trainers. All you'll 
be able to do for a horse is feed him. 
And the way they’re going they'll find 
something wrong with the oats you give 
‘em, and you won’t be able to feed ’em, 
either.” 

Two days before Tropical’s Dade Met- 
ropolitan Handicap, a 6-furlong sprint for 
2-year-olds, for $10,000-added, Mr. Fitz’s 
Shavetail worked a half-mile in :47. The 
trainer already had decided to run Shave- 
tail and Royal Record in the stakes. 

“Might as well run both of ’em.” he 
said. “Got to run “em somewhere and this 
is the only thing in sight. After you win a 
couple races with 2-year-olds you haven’t 
got many places to go. 

“These 2 are about equal. I think Royal

Thirteen 2-year-olds went to the post in 
the Dade Metropolitan, with Iron Rail a 
strong 3-to-2 favorite. Opus and Jet Tides 
were 4 to 1 and Mr. Fitz’s entry was 
8 to 1. 

Royal Record got sloughed at the break 
losing all chance, but Shavetail came away 
alertly and quickly moved into second 
place behind Glencara. Down the backside 
it was Glencara by 2 lengths. with Shave- 
tail second and Iron Rail third, followed 
by Gameus, Meison, and Opus. 

At the three-eighths-pole Cole moved 
Shavetail alongside Glencara, but the lat- 
ter held on gamely. Turning for home 
there were 3 horses across the track— 
Glencara on the rail, Iron Rail in the 
middle, and Shavetail on the outside. 

Inside the eighth-pole Glencara and 
Iron Rail tired, Shavetail moved to a 
clear lead, and Johnny Sellers sent Opus 
between horses into second plece. Opus 
closed gamely, but couldn’t catch Shave- 
tail. 

At the wire it was Mr. Fitz’s horse by 3 
parts of a length, with Opus 114 lengths 
in front of Gameus, a 45-to-1 shot.

New Or-eans. Fair Grounds racing sec- 
retary J. C. Daniel’s work is made easier 
by 3 large stables which are winter regu- 
lars at New Orleans. T. Allie Grissom’s 
outfit, trained by Vester R. (Tennessee) 
Wright; Marion H. Van Berg’s horses, 
handled by K. D. Kepler; and the Wil- 
liam Hal Bishop horses, trained by the 
owner, provide a nucleus which helps 
mightily in filling races. These trainers 
run their horses, and they run them where 
they belong, which gives the bettors con- 
fidence; they are shrewd judges of the 
ability of their charges, and the size of 
their operations necessitates a large num- 
ber of wins to stay in the black. They 
themselves do much to assure an even 
class in the various claiming events, be- 
cause all 3 are active halter men. 


On Saturday, December 10, the track 
was muddy and a warm, heavy fog hung 
over the course. Bishop, Van Berg, and 
Grissom had a total of 10 horses entered 
for the day, and not one was scratched be- 
cause of the condition of the track. Of the 
80 runners which competed that day, 12.5 
per cent came from these 3 stables. 
Actually, it was a light day for Grissom, 
who sent out only one horse. 


For the feature event, the $10,000 over- 
night Gulf Coast Handicap, Van Berg had 
a 2-horse entry of Cable King and Safe 
Message, and Bishop ran Dr. John Peters 
and Gleeman. But Argonne Stable’s Grand 
Wizard, winner of the Thanksgiving Day 
Handicap on the opening day of the meet- 
ing, was favored at 17 to 10. 

Cable King broke on the lead, and led 
his stablemate by 114 lengths at the end 
of the first half-mile. Entering the stretch, 
Lolita Torres, the only filly in the 10- 
horse field and a 17 to 1 chance, rushed 
into contention, and in the final sixteenth 
she headed the Van Berg colt.

Only through independent study 
and with a co-ordinated research program, operating under simulated 
racing conditions, Beard says, can the sport’s governing bodies make 
intelligent and just decisions in this critical field. In the following article 


he develops some of his ideas. 


Answers Through Research 


The medication of horses at the race 
track is a many-sided problem, cne made 
even more difficult of resolution by the 
good intentions which support each of the 
viewpoints at issue. It strikes me that, in 
order to find an acceptable solution, we 
should exploit not the differences among 
us but the points on which we can agree. 

Basically, there is a question of philos- 
ophy which must be resolved. Our prob- 
lem rule prohibits the use of any drug 
which can affect the outcome of a race. 
There is general agreement that it would 
be desirable to race without any medica- 
tion, but as a practical matter, and one on 
which nearly all of us agree, the demands 
placed on horses to fill the ever increasing 
number of races on a year-around basis 
has made this impractical, if not impos- 
sible. Quite naturally, the advances in 
modern pharmacology are put to use to 
maintain the horse in condition to race. 
and no legislation ever will change this 
fact. 

The proposal I make, while providing 
for strict controls over medication, would 
allow the use of acceptable medication to 
maintain the normal, healthy condition of 
the horse. I would have a rule which allows 
us to bolster administration and enforce- 
ment with fact and sound judgment. 

Briefly, I would set up within the sport 
a new, quasi-official organization, insu- 
lated in every practical manner from pres- 
sures by special interests. The organiza- 
tion would consist of an advisory scien- 
tific committee and a drug-research cen- 
ter. 

The advisory technical committee should 
be small, made up of specialists in the 
fields of general pharmacology. veterin- 
ary pharmacology, and physiology. The 
members should be on a paid retainer 
basis, since there would be a great deal 
of preliminary study necessary. The fact 
that they are employed on this basis 
would insulate them from outside pres- 
sures. Free edvice, in the long run, can

be confusing and expensive. The commit- 
tee would assemble and present what is 
known of drugs in question (there is a 
great deal of basic technical data on 
drugs already available which racing is 
not now equipped to put to good use) ; it 
would recommend areas of research (con- 
sidered direction will save money in this 
expensive field); and it would evaluate 
and disseminate results of research. 

The advisory committee would make 
recommendations only. The final determ- 
ination of policy would remain where it 
always has been—in the hands of the in- 
dividua! racing commissions. 

The research center is the heart of the 
program. It would achieve 3 basic goals: 

1. It would bridge the chasm which now 
separates the pharmaceutical laboratory 
and racing’s administrators. 

2. It would develop scientific standards 
for the study of problem drugs and their 
effect on race horses. It seems te me that 
a yardstick could be established by which 
new drugs could be tested and evaluated 
with a reasonable expenditure of time and 
money. 

3. It would build in, as an integral part 
of its operation, improvements in the de- 
tection of drugs. The detection of drugs 
is, and will continue to be. our chief 
method of control. 

The Racing Chemistry Research Fund 
incorporates a part of this plan. The Fund 
has taken an important step in establish- 
ing a center at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, where the veterinary school has a 
fine staff for this type of work and where 
there is readily available a complex of 
medical facilities to assist on special prob- 
lems. However, there are some inherent 
faults in the over-all plan which should be 
corrected. The technical decisions of this 
Fund, by its charter, are vested in the 
racing chemists. The chemists play an 
important part in the work, but the direc- 
tion should be an a broader, unbiased 
basis to cope with modern pharmacology. 


The financing of the Fund is rather inse- 
cure, making it necessary to work on 
fixed projects rather than on problems as 
they arise. In studying the record, $50,000 
was raised in 1958, and nothing was done 
on Butazolidin, although the facts could 
have been established before action was 
taken by the racing commissions. 

An organization such as I envision, of 
course. needs to be accountable, and the 
NASRC would fill the bill. With the reg- 
ulation of racing vested in the states, the 
NASRC is the only central organization 
for action on such matters. It is time for 
the individual states, through the NASRC, 
to furnish the financial backbone of such 
a program. The regulation of racing is 
their responsibility, and they are the prin- 
cipal beneficiaries of its successful opera- 
tion. 

An administrator would be necessary to 
co-ordinate the program and to act as 
liaison between the scientific body and 
the responsible authorities and organiza- 
tions in racing. The best information on 
new drugs is in the field of human medi- 
cine; the veterinary pharmacologist trans- 
poses this knowledge to animals. It is 
easier to understand an explanation of the 
action of a drug than it is to explain to 
the scientist the complexities of racing’s 
methods of control. Some one must be re- 
sponsible for this phase of the work and 
should see that information reaches and 
is understood by regulatory personnel so 
they can properly use their knowledge to 
administer the rules of their commissions 
with justice to all. 

To estimate the costs of such a program 
is difficult, chiefly because there is no 
end to the detailed answers expected from 
research. We can not expect to answer 
every remote question about every new 
drug. No matter how thorough the re- 
search may be, there will always be a 
period of field-testing. Almost without 
exception, drug evaluations change with 
useage. Changes may be minor, or they

We, in racing. should confine our first 
efforts to the effect of a drug on the 
racing animal. particularly those drugs 
which can be used to win a purse or a 
bet. The other factors over which we 
quibble—“hot and cold” performances, 
harmful side effects—should be placed 
in their proper perspective, but. of course, 
not ignored. These answers will develop 
in the normal progress of the research 
and must be made available in technical 
papers when the facts are established. 
Having limited our aims in this manner, 
we will take another look at some cost 
factors. 


We have seen that $50,000 every 2 years 
is inadequate. The practical approach 
would be to set this figure at $100,000 an- 
nually, to establish and operate the pro- 
gram for a full year. From this experience 
a sensible annual budget can be estimated. 


Another aspect that should be consider: 
ed is the cost of our present method of 
medication control. Based on an average 
cost of $9 per test. plus the cost of a vet- 
erinarian with 3 helpers to collect the 
samples, the expense in 1959 was_ be- 
tween $1,300.000 and $1.750.000. As new 
methods of detection are found, these costs 
increase by 5 to 10 per cent. Considering 
this, it seems reasonable that the sport 
should spend a fraction of the cost to 
find out where it is going.

Beau Diable didn’t get to the races this season 
until October, and he had failed to win in 9 
attempts before the Pimlico Cup Handicap. In his 
last previous start, on November 26, he was third 
in the Display Handicap, beaten about 15 lengths 
by Nickel Boy.

Death of Hyperion 


The magnificent Hyperion. 6 times the 
leading sire of England, last week was 
destroyed at the Woodlands Stud, New- 
market. of his breeder and owner Lord 
Derby. He was 30 years old, and was put 
down because ef the infirmities of age. 

Foaled April 18, 1930, Hyperion was 
by the war-time Triple Crown winner 
Gainsborough oui of Selene, winner of the 
Rous Memorial, Cheveley Park, Knowsley 
Dinner, Nassau. and Park Hill Stakes. A 
daughter of Chaucer and the great pro- 
ducer Serenissima, Selene also produced 
*Sickle and *Pharamond II, successful 
sires in the United States; Hunter’s Moon, 
a successful sire in Argentina; and Sa- 
lamis. which served a short but useful 
stud career in England and Ireland. 

Hyperion at 2 won 3 races (including 
a dead heat) in 5 starts, and in the Free 
Handicap he was rated 7 pounds below 
the highweight, the filly Myrobella. At 3 
he was unbeaten in his 4 starts, including 
the Derby and St. Leger. The following 
year he won 2 of his 4 races, and was 
third to Felicitation and the French Derby 
winner Thor II in the Ascot Gold Cup. In 
the final start of his career he was beaten 


a short head by Caithness, to which he was 
giving 18 pounds. 

Put to stud in 1935, Hyperion’s first 
crop included *Heliopolis, and in 1940, 
with these first-born now 4-year-olds, he 
headed for the first time the list of Eng- 
jand’s leading sires of winners. He main- 
tained that position for the next 2 years, 
and again was the leading sire in 1945 and 
1946. 

Hyperion was the sire of 12 classic 
winners — 7 in England, 4 in Ireland, and 
one in the United States. In England he 
was represented by Owen Tudor (Derby). 
Sun Chariot (St. Leger, One Thousand 
Guineas, and Oaks), Godiva (One Thou- 
sand Guineas, Oaks), Sun Stream (One 
Thousand Guineas, Oaks), Hypericum 
(One Thousand Guineas), Sun Castle 
(St. Leger), and Hycilla (Oaks). In Ire- 
land he had Soloriens (Irish Derby), 
Hugh Lupis (Irish Two Thousand Gui- 
neas), Ommeyad (Irish St. Leger), and 
Judicate (Irish St. Leger). His 4 stakes 
winners in this country included Pensive, 
winner of the 1944 Kentucky Derby. 

Hyperion’s influence on American breed- 
ing was extensive. From 1947 through 
1959, one or more of his 3 fine sons, 
*Heliopolis, *Alibhai, and *Khaled, have 
been among the 10 leading sires. 

This year in England Hyperion’s son 
Aureole is the leading sire, and his 2-year- 
old daughter Opaline II was the high-

America has, without question, been ele- 
vated immeasurably since the advent of 
the TRA and its powerful adjunct, the 
TRPB. The spert enjoys a prestige and 
acceptance that is the envy of all others, 
but this can only be maintained by a vig- 
orous adherence to the principles and 
responsibilities that go along with TRA 
membership. I feel confident that the 
TRA will continue to exert its influence 
over the sport under the leadership of our 
newly-elected president, Dale Shaffer, and 
the demonstrated dedication of Spencer 
Drayton, executive vice-president.” 

James D. Stewart, who served 2 terms 
as president of the TRA, ascribed much 
of the credit for the phenomenal growth 
of Thoroughbred racing in the last two 
decades to the TRA. 


The vice president and general manager 
of Hollywood Park said that, because of 
the TRA and its activities, Thoroughred 
racing had attained a dignity and standing 
unequalled in the sports field. 

“It has been my observation,” Stewart 
added, “that the TRA has become of such 
tremendous value because of the active 
participation in it by men of outstanding 
stature and influence, working together 
unselfishly for the betterment of our sport. 

“The dollar value of the work of such 
men in the TRA is immeasurable. Certain- 
ly no national advertising campaign that 
might run into millions could do what the 
TRA and its friends have done for racing. 
Nothing can buy a reputation. It must be 
earned. And through the TRA and the 
men who work with it, racing’s reputation 
for integrity has become the envy of the 
sports and entertainment world.” —R. H. 


National Effort Needed 


New York. New York Racing Associa- 
tion chairman John W. Hanes had this to 
say about the TRA in an interview at 
Aqueduct race track. 

“The services received by the New York 
Racing Association from membership in 
the TRA are many and varied, but I think 
most of them can be grouped under the 
original certificate of incorporation of 
TRA—‘“to promote the common business 
interest and improve the business condi- 
tions of the Thoroughbred racing asso- 
ciations; to maintain and promote public 
interest in Thoroughbred racing; to pre- 
pare and distribute information of all 
kinds which may be useful in developing 
and improving the business of Thorough- 
bred racing associations. 

“This it has done since its foundation 
in 1942, and in addition, provides a valu- 
able information and publicity office for 
Thoroughbred racing nationally. There is 
no question in my mind that the formation 
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Joun W. Hanes 


of TRA and its resultant efforts have im- 
proved the public’s image of the integrity 
of our sport on a national basis. 

“While we in New York always felt 
that the integrity of the sport was unques- 
tioned locally, any improvement in the 
national image of racing had to benefit 
us here in New York, just as we hope that 
our conduct here has benefitted racing 
elsewhere.” 

Is the service adequate? 

“In a speech before the National Turf 
Writers in Louisville (last May) I stated 
that TRA served the limited co-ordinating 
purpose for which it was founded, and 
that the TRPB had accomplished splendid 
policing work in its 15 years, but that 
there was also a crying need for an or- 
ganization which could deliver on the na- 
tional level what The Jockey Club did 
for racing in New York. 

“T stated at that time that this was not 
meant as criticism of TRA, but to get 
across the idea that there ought to be a 
body in racing, which can constantly re- 
mind all segments and beneficiaries of 
the sport—horse owners, trainers, the tax 
collectors, the track employees and every- 
body else—that the racing associations, 
themselves, must be allowed to prosper 
before any of the individual parts, them- 
selves, can expect to prosper. 

“If TRA would sponsor the formation 
of a permanent national co-ordinating 
committee, consisting of representatives 
from TRA, The Jockey Club, the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, the American Thoroughbred Owners 
Association. the American Trainers Associ- 
ation, the Jockeys Guild and the leading 
breeders organizations, I feel it could 
accomplish the task of protecting the wel- 
fare of Thoroughbred racing on a broadly 
based national level, which TRA is not 
geared to do under its present organiza- 
tion, which is limited to racing associa- 
tions only. 


“At present. the dues for the New York 
Racing Association total $27,809 for the 
1960 membership in TRA, and... I can 
say that I believe our trustees will certain- 
ly continue our membership in the organ- 
ization in 1961. 


“Should the national co-ordinating com- 
mittee be accomplished. TRA dues might 
have to be correspondingly higher to 
cover its activities at national, state and 
local levels.” 

Could the Pinkerton agency replace the 
TRPB? 

“These are entirely management de- 
cisions and should net be discussed else- 
where, except to state that the NYRA 
avails itself of both the TRPB and Pink- 


erton in its policing.” L. D.

At Arlington Park he won for 
$11,500 and $12,000, and he won again on 
September 24, in allowance company at 
Hawthorne Park, where he also was un- 
placed in the To Market Stakes and Haw- 
thorne Juvenile Handicap. In Cable King’s 
first appearance this year, at Arlington 
Park on July 18, he was offered for $7,500. 
and was taken from the race by Van Berg. 
who ran him back for $10,000. Since those 
2 races, in both of which he was second. 
he has been held out of selling events. 
Cable King was taken to Hazel Park. 
where his 4 victories in 10 starts helped 
his owner to establish a record of $1.000.- 
000 in earnings during the 12-year period 
that the track has been in operation. Be- 
fore his victory in the Gulf Coast 
Handicap. Cable King had raced once at 
the Fair Grounds. finishing unplaced in 
Grand Wizard’s Thanksgiving Day Handi- 
cap. 

At the completion of the day’s program 
en December 10 (the second-largest day 
from the standpoint of attendance and 
wagering at the Fair Grounds’ current 87- 
day meeting) the stables of Grissom and 
Bishop were tied on the lead with 11 win- 
ners each. Van Berg was in third place 
with 8 winners, but 2 of his horses had 
won the richest features offered thus far, 
the $10,000 Crescent City and Gulf Coast 
Handicaps.

were undertaken, the member tracks 
would have to contribute additional 
money. “I am very confident they will,” 
he said. 

TRPB vice president Coffey is a keen 
student of investigative procedures, having 
studied the methods of Scotland Yard, 
the French Surete, and other continental 
police organizations. He served with the 
FBI from 1930-1945, joined the TRPB in 
1946. 

In his office last week Coffey outlined 
the details of the central (intelligence) 
office, which screens inquiries from its 
investigators who work at the tracks and 
small branch offices in California, Illinois, 
Maryland, and New England. 

“When we receive a report from a 
field investigator, we can file the summary 
answer inside of hours — or minutes — by 
teletype or directly by air mail,” Coffey 
said. “It depends on the urgency of the 
request. Our field investigators would be 
helpless without our central office. 


“Everything we do is indexed. We have 
reports on touts, bookmakers, undesir- 
ables, race track personnel, and also an 
ejection file. In fact, we’re so tight with 
our list of undesirables. that many of them 
migrate to non-member tracks. One race 
track tout, with a few conviction records, 
who had been spotted 3 times by our in- 
vestigators. swore he'd never back 
to a TRA track.” 

A person suspected of wrong-doing. 
perhaps of tampering with horses, will 
be kept under constant surveillance, and a 
single surveillance has been known to go 
on for as long as 3 months, or until the 
investigative staff is certain either of the 
suspect’s guilt or his innocence. 

There is no doubt that the extensive 
files of the TRPB saves race tracks em- 
barrassing situations and undesirable pub- 
licity in newspapers. Considering the 
migratory habits of race track personnel, 
it is inconceivable that any but a nation- 
wide organization could handle this police 
work adequately. 

The offices of the TRA and TRPB ad- 
join those of the National Better Business 
Bureau. It should be an omen.

long view. The trainer, with a small mar- 
gin of profit on his per diem charge, must 
have good horses to get his cut of purse 
money. 


Ethics Among Breeders 


The majority of great stallions, most of 
them syndicated, stand in central Ken- 
tucky. Although many outside mares are 
booked to them, it is rarc to hear a justifi- 
able complaint against the manager or 
owner. The temptation is to favor the 
home mares, but we have had no trouble 
booking our mares, all of which are bred 
off the farm. We probably have bred more 
mares away from home and at a greater 
number of farms than anyone else—and 
to such “tight” horses as *Nasrullah, 
Polynesian, Olympia, *Alibhai, Intent, 
Bull Lea, *Mahmoud, etc.—and many 
times a home mare was taken off to allow 
our own mare to be bred. 

Veteran stallion managers, as well as 
mare owners, live up to their contracts, 
though often it would be convenient to 
run out on stallions whose produce is de- 
clining in value. In general, experienced 
stallion owners stay with the original pat- 
rons of a horse which emerges as a top 
stallion, although quite obviously they 
would prefer favoring friends or better 
mares, and I know of no instance of brib-

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ery to get to stallions. (One of Mr. E. R. 
Bradley’s oldest closest friends 
couldn’t understand why he was denied 
a season to Blue Larkspur. This very 
wealthy man, a newcemer to breeding. 
had a fine young stakes-winning mare at 
my farm, and he asked me to see what I 
could do in his behalf. I still have Mr. 
Bradley’s 2-page hand-written letter ex- 
plaining why he could not kick out the 
regular breeders. even for his brother.) 

In general, I have been amazed at the 
uniformly good ethics of all connected 
with breeding and racing. I realize that, 
among any group, there will be instances 
of wrong-doing and short-sighted behavior, 
and I am not naive when I say that in 
nearly 30 years I have never had a jockey 
who pulled a horse or a veterinarian who 
over-treated one of my fillies. I have the 
utmost confidence in our horse agencies 
and sales companies. As a rule, yearlings 
are put up for auction on their merits, 
without inducements to anyone. although 
some breeders do irritate by over-selling 
and over-showing. Some sellers try to 
“protect” their stock in the auction ring, 
but most of us know that a flagrant use 
of the hidden reserve, although it is not 
illegal. eventually will react against the 
seller. Along the same line, I know of 
no agent who would violate his fiduciary 
position by accepting a commission from 
both buyer and seller. 


Racing and Gambling 


Because gambling is an inherent part of 
recing there must be no suspicion of dis- 
honesty. Mr. Bradley, when asked his 
occupation on the witness stand, said, “I 
ima gambler.” He justified his activities 
and became a revered citizen, not only in 
the racing community but throughout the 
nation, by his meticulous honesty. the con- 
duct of his casino and racing stable, and 
his generosity to employees, ex-empdoyees, 
patrons, and charities in general. 

How, it is so often asked, does the civic 
conscience rationalize its ethics in legal- 
izing betting at race tracks while retaining 
its Cromwellian interdiction of all other 
forms of gambling? This was true even 
before the states were profiting by racing, 
and the answer is simple. It is legal and 
customary for a man to go naked in nudist 
camps; it is legal and customary for 
women to wear Bikinis at bathing beaches 
(but not on downtown streets) ; and it is 
legal to gamble at race tracks because 
wagering has always been an _ integral 
part of the sport and business of racing. 

Of course, greedy politicians, high 
taxes, and over-racing can reduce the 
sport to the condition of the Russian from 
Svensk who, wearing only a hat, was 
arrested as he left a train in Moscow. 
“Haven't you heard?” he indignantly 
said. “In Svensk we finished the Five 
Year Plan in 2 years.”

Mark Leach Has His Troubles 
Getting Dates for Northville 


Derroirt. If variety is the spice of life, 
Mark Leach can look back upon a well- 
seasoned 43 years. Between Kentucky, 
where he was born, and Michigan, where 
he has made his home, Leach has led a 
life closely associated with Thoroughbred 
horses. At various times the young man 
has been horse breeder, owner, trainer, 
and race-track promoter. He once was an 
automobile dealer. 


At most of his activities Leach has en- 
joyed success. From his Greentree Stock 
Farm, near Pontiac, came the good stakes 
winners Mr. Prosecutor and Mrs. Mark. 
Last summer. short on his own stock, he 
trained the most consistent winner at the 
Detroit Race Course—Warbler—a_ good 
sprinter now gone wrong. 


Only at promoting race tracks has Leach 
failed to make a showing. 

Six years ago he went to the Michigan 
Supreme Court in an effort to force racing 


commissioner James H. Inglis to approve 
an application for Thoroughbred racing at 
Northville Downs, metropolitan Detroit’s 
pioneer harness track. He failed. 


Once again this fall Leach is seeking a 
Thoroughbred permit at Northville, and 
once again he seems to be getting no- 
where. 


A month ago Leach joined with Dr. 
James Otis, businessman Alfred Cytacki, 
and former Thoroughbred breeder Hugh 
Goff in a new effort to invade Northville 
with flat races. Their group, known as the 
Northville Racing Association, Inc., ap- 
plied for 42 days in 1961, from April 1 
through May 19. 


Shortly afterward, when commissioner 
Inglis announced his proposed schedule 
for next year, there were no dates for 
Leach. Inglis explained that he was wait- 
ing for more information before scheduling 


The commissioner then received from 
John Carlo, operational manager of North- 
ville Downs, from whom Leach had ob- 
tained a long-term option to lease the 
half-mile track, a letter contending that 
the option no longer was valid. 

Stunned, Leach turned to his attorneys 
for advice. 

Meanwhile, Inglis made his 1961 Thor- 
oughbred dates official. Both the Detroit 
Race Course and Hazel Park settled 
for 63-day meetings, though they weren't 
wild about the actual dates: May 18-July 
29 at the DRC and August 3-October 14 
at Hazel Park. 

Although the running tracks had hoped 
for slightly longer meetings without a gap, 
they made no formal protest to Inglis. 
They left the field to the harness tracks, 
who registered objections—an annual oc- 
currence.

Beginning with the Orange Bowl Han- 
dicap. on January 7 at Tropical Park, 


Sports Network, Inc., will televise through 
50 independent stations in the U. S. and 
Canada a Saturday afternoon “race of the 
week.” Two telecasts will originate from 
Tropical, 6 from Hialeah Park, and at 
least 2 from Gulfstream Park. When 
racing moves north, programs will origi- 
nate from New York, New Jersey, and 
Delaware.

She took undergraduate work in 
veterinary science at the University of 
Missouri. When she can find time off 
from training horses, she judges at horse 
shows. 

The slender, green-eyed, honey-blonde 
trainer had 10 horses for 5 owners. She’s 
had a trainer’s license more than 15 years. 

“T train horses because I enjoy it.” 
she said. “I always hope Ill have a Derby 
winner someday. I have given some 
thought to settling down as a housewife 
(she’s still single), but I’m so wrapped 
up in this business that I’d hate to give 
it up. In fact. | wouldn’t give it up for 
anything. 

“Everybody is very nice to me and they 
respect me highly. I have 6 men working 
for me. and the fact that I am a woman 
has never deterred the efficiency of our 
stable.” 

Most of the horses trained by Lila are 
low-priced claimers, and some are un- 
sound. “I usually get horses that are 
valued at $1,000.” she said rather glum- 
ly, “and then I must try and improve 
them. A horse has only so much ability.” 

Lila, still in her early 30’s, handles all 
the stable’s business details and gallops 
an average of 5 horses daily. 

Whether she also is a good hand around 
a kitchen we do not know. L. D. 


Racing Abroad 


Safety Helmet 
Required Wearing 


SypNey. The Australian Jockey Club 
has decided that, beginning on February 1. 
our jockeys must wear the American-style 
safety helmet in all races in the metropol- 
itan area. This action was a result of the 
large number of fatalities due to head in- 
juries. 

Many of our jockeys had been wearing 
the American cap for several months. The 
A. J. C. has now changed the rules so that 
the caps will not have to be included in 
the weights. 


The Harvest 


Governments everywhere reap harvests 
from the millions who like a little flutter, 
either on the race course, in a lottery, or 
elsewhere. In the last financial year, for 
instance, the government of New South 
Wales (population roughly 4,000,000) re- 
ceived £2.757.348 in racing revenue and 
£4.500.000 from the state lotteries. The 
figures for Victoria would not be far be- 
hind those from the parent state, and of 
course there are Queensland, South Aus- 
tralia, Western Australia, and Tasmania 
(Errol Flynn’s birthplace), where betting 


is just as popular, though on a smaller 
scale. 

The £2,757,348 received by the N. S. W. 
treasury represents percentages from book- 
makers’ operating fees of £413,121, annual 
license fees of £37.480. and a betting tax 
of £1.107.923. The take from the totes 
brought an additional £1.184,584 to the 
state coffers. while greyhound racing was 
worth a further £14,240. 

From the tote in the metropolitan area 
there is a deduction of 1214 per cent, of 
which the government gets 714 per cent 
and the racing clubs 5 per cent. 

Paddock bookmakers operating at all 
courses are up for £123 in license fees for 
the year, and of course there is the turn- 
over tax on top of that. That tax is 2 per 
cent on all holdings, of which 11% per cent 
goes to the state and the other 14 per 
cent to the clubs. 

Sir Alan Potter, chairman of the A. J. 
C., stated recently that of £560,000,000 bet 
in N. S. W. on horse racing last year 
only £60.000,000 came from legal betting; 
the rest was bet with off-course illegal 
bookmakers. He thought it was time the 
state government took action to channel 
some of the £500,000,000 back to the gov- 
ernment and the racing clubs. 

Victoria is introducing off-course tote 
betting soon. New South Wales has not 
yet decided how it will grapple with the 
bookies who operate outside the law.
